To Angry Sea 


Freighter Sinks as Great 
Liner Prepares To 
Rescue Crew. 


On Board the S. S. Homeric, April 
21.—(By Radio to the United News, 
New York.)—In safety aboard this 
big sea-going Ritz, the passengers of 
the steamship Homeric peered through 
the portholes or clung to the rails on 
Tuesday to watch 58 Japanese sailors, 
one by one, slip from the foundering 
Japanese freighter Raifuku Maru and 
perish in the hill-mgn seas of the 
tiorth Atlantic 

They had all vanished and the Rat- 
fuku Maru hereelf had plunged to 
the bottom amid a spout of spray be- 
fore the Homeric could maneuver into 
position to form a lee shelter for the 
launching of a boat or shoot a ‘life 
line from ship to ship. 

Perhaps, if the Homerig¢ had ar- 
rived an hour or two sooner her com- 
mander, Captain John Roberts, could 
have rigged one of the life-saving 
contrivances. that sailormen know 
and saved some of the little figures 
who stood clinging to the Raifuku’s 
bridge when the Ifomeric sighter her. 

The shock of the disaster was the 
greater because it seemed certain 
when the Homeric first came up that 
she could take off the men after their 
night of torture from exposu@ and 
suspense. The Japanese sailors waved 
their arms frem the bridge, appar- 
ently jubilant and expectinz to be 
saved.

President Coolidge Uses 


EXECUTIVE URGES POLICY OF RIGID ECONOMY’ :: 


cdaiWiim for Address 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
New York, April 21.—An address 
by President Coolidge in whrch he 
sounded a message of peace and pros- 
nerity, tonight was broadcast from a 
specially prepared phone-film made a 
week ago at the white house. mark- 
ing what was said to be the first at- 
tempt ever made to broadcast a voice 
from the motion picture screen. 

The film, whieh recorded both the 
movements and voice of the presi- 
dent. was shown at the Friars’ club 
to visiting editors and publishers in 
New York, dinner guests of M. Koe- 
nigsberg, president of King Features 
syndicate, Internutional News Serv- 
ice and Universal Service. Dr. Lee 
de Forest personally supervised the 
making of the film and its projection 
while the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
i¢a took charge of the broadcasting. 

Tonight's demonstration, described 
as 2 notable scientifie achievement, 
enabled the president to reach mil- 
lions of persons with his 
without taking active personal part 
in the immediate proceedings. Ex- 
pressing his amazement at the wonder 
of the invention, President Coolidge 
said that he had chosen to speak of 
matters as old and familiar as the new 
process was new and novel. 

“The nation holds a position unsur- 
passed in all former human experi- 
ence,” he said. 

“I do not profess that we can se- 
cure an era of perfection in earthly 
existence, but we can provide an era 
of peace and prosperity, attended with 


freedom and justice and made more 
and more satisfying by the ministra-

tions of the charities and humanities 
of life.” 

Ktciterating his plea for economy in 
government, the president asserted 
that the nation must make progress 
in an orderly, sound, common sense 
way. The right of private property 
and self government within limits 
“imposed not by the fiat of man but 
hy the law of the Creator.” he de- 
scribed as the foundation of Ameri- 
can government. 

“In my opinion. the government can 
do more to remedy the economic ills 
of the people by rigid economy in 
public expenditure than through any 
other’ action. The annual costs of 
our national and local governments, 
combined, now stand at a sum close 
to $100 for each inhabitant of the 
land. It is an ominous fact that 
only the national government is re- 
ducing its debt. The establishment 
of a system of- drastic economy in 
public expenditure, which has en- 
abled us to pay off about one-fifth 
of the national debt since 1919, and 
almost cut in two the national tax 
burden since 1921, has been one of 
the main causes in re-establishing a 
prosperity which has come to include 
within its benefits almost every one 
of our inhabitants. Economy reaches 
everywhere. It carries a blessing to 
everybody.” 

Asserting it axiomatic that Ameri- 
ca must go forward, the president at 
the same time warned against pre- 
tenses and vagaries and against aban- 
denment of the rinciples of the 
Declaration of Independence. Living 
under these principles the American 
people have come into great material 
and spiritual possessions, he said,

DAWES NOT FAIR, 
HANKIS ASSERTS 


Washington, April 21.—The meth- 

ods used by Vice President Dawes in 
attacking senate ru'es was eriticis2d 
teday by Senator Harris, of Geor- 
gia. 
“I regret that Vice President 
Dawes is not frank with the publie in 
the arguments he is making against 
the present rnles of the senate.” Sen- 
ator Harris declared in a statement 
which he issued today. “He does not 
tell the public that under the present 
rules 16 senators can have the senate 
decide at any time whether it desires 
to vote on any subject and that the 
senate can then by a two-thirds vote 
restrict debate and fix a time for 
voting. 

“He makes the statement that any 
one man can hold up legislation. As 
a matter of fact only one or twvo 
measures have been held up by a fili- 
buster during my experience in the 
senate and it is noteworthy that rare- 
ly has any measure been delayed of 
passage by a filibuster at one session 
been passed when voted upon at {ie 
following session. , 

“I am not given to making long 
speeches and regret being required to 
‘isten to some of them, but the sen- 
ate rules are far better than the gaz 
rules of the house under which the 
winority there has no voice in legis 
lation. The senate rules are not 
exactly what I would like in some 
respects, but they are infinitely better 
than the house rules. 

“Perhaps it might be well for Mr. 
Dawes tu observe the workings*of the 
rules of the senate before he under- 
tukes tv amend them. During the last 
session of the senate, a short one. 
although three weeks were given al- 
most entirely to the consideration of 
Musele Shoals, the senate passed 200 
nore bills than the house with its gag 
rules, 

“In my judgment the greatest tron- 
ble with legislation not only in con- 
vress, but in the state legislatures, 1s 
the failure of members to attend com- 
mittee meetings to perfect legislation, 
thereby delaying the reporting of bills 
until the end of the session, where 
there is such a congestion that there 
is not time to consider them.

Unified Effort Is Result. 


Out of this conference, it was 
pointed out, will probably come a uni- 
fied effort on the part of the various 
religious faiths of the state repre- 
sented at the university to keep in 
closer contact with the students while 
they are here. -Praise for the work 
that has already heen done in that 
line was given by the visiting pastors 
and paren‘s. 

It was announced that some de- 
nominations are already considering 
sending to the university a man who 
shall minister to the religious needs of 
the students of that faith who are at 
the institution. 

Speakers pointed out that the va- 
rious denominations in Georgia have 
neglected their members among the 
student body at the University of 
Georgia and while the religious in- 
terest of the students there is just as 
eager and expectant as anywhere else, 
the “home church” has not kept in as 
close .contact with the boys as it 
should. 

The address of Newton D. Baker 
was the first feature of the program 
which ended tonight with a reception 
to the students, parents and pastors. 

Mr. Baker after discussing the part 
played by the youth of America ‘in 
the World war, the sacrifices they 
made for their country and the fine 
spirit they showed, turned to the 
youth present at the memorial exer- 
cises and urged them to carry on the 
fight which those who died had to 
lav down, and use their influence as 
university men and women to direct 
the thought of America toward some 
means of bringing the nations of the 
world into some machinery that will 
prevent a future war, which will be 
more terrible than the awful catas- 
trophe from whose effects we have not 
yet recovered. 

Tolerance Plea Made. 

Referring to the need of tolerance, 
he said that formerly culture implied 
enough knowledge to create a sym- 
pathy for all learning and all knowl- 
edge. “I hope I do not speak harsh- 
Iv.” he said, “but the most remark: 
able characteristic of the times is the 
prodigious increase of education and 
the almost corresponding decrease of 
culture.” 

He deplored the growing spirit of 
partisanship, personal, religious and 
political, declaring that emphasis is 
heing unduly laid on the accidental 
differences in men. “One of the great 
elements of culture is tolerance,’”’ he 
pointed out. He said: he had great 
hope for the youth of America, assert- 
ing that the natural tendencies of 
youth are upward and if the old peo- 
ple will get out of the way and re- 
move al] hindrances, a better country 
will be made for the young. 

He said that he does not know who 


.is leading public sentiment in America 


but is certain that it is not the “in- 
tellect and conscience of America.”’ He 
referred here to the world court, de- 
claring that the “intellect and con- 
science” of America is so held in con- 
tempt that a ‘“‘mere eorporal’s guard” 
is able to “defy” them and delay a 
vote on the treaty. 
Bishop Brent Speaks. 

The memoria] exercises began at 
Woodruff hall at 11:30 o’eclock a. m.

It was only a matter of a few de- 
grees of roll until she would reach 
the point where she would roll all the 
way over. The Homeric pumped oil 
onto the seas as she backed toward a 
strategic position frem which to float 
life-lines avross the narrow jinter- 
vening space of tumbling water, 

But even as this ship backed, water 
and all those passengers who weren't 
in- their beds gruaning with sea- 
sickness looked on, the Raifuku took 
a further list towa?d her beam ends 
and the men let go their holds, wash- 
ed over the side to die in the waves. 

Death must have come quickly for 
they had been exposed to the wind in 
their soaked clothing for hours. Then 
the Raifuln brought up her rust-red 
stee] bottom, hung for- an instant on 
the surface and went to her rest in 
the general region that seamen know 
as the graveyard of the North At- 
lantic. 

It was 5:47 o’clock in the morning, 
eastern standard time, when the Rai- 
fuku’s call of distress was heard. The 
Homeric was 111 miles away at the 
moment and she broke from her course 
under forced draft, realizing that 
from her position, with her speed, 
she was likely to be the first ves- 
sel to reach the Raifuku’s side. 

Raifuku Sighted. 

At 10:57, five hours dnd 10 min- 
utes later, the Homeric sighted the 
Raifuku. which then had a list of 
almost 50 degrees. Approaching cau- 
tiously on the windward side, with oil 
gushing from her jets to coat the 
waves; the Homeric steamed as near 
as sh@ could and her deck force la- 
bored at the rafts and boats, trying 
to get them into the water. 

Captain Roberts, on his bridge, had 
to keep in mind the safety of his pas- 
sengers, including women and children, 
and dared not run close enough to 
risk a collision with the wallowing 
hulk. 

The perishing sailors did not strug- 
gle in the water. They seemed to be 
too exhausted for that. <A _ few of 
them reappeared for an instant but 
most of the men were gone once the 
water had closed over them.. 


COAL FREIGHTER SINKS, 
CREW OF THREE SAVED. 

Norfolk, April 21—The coal-laden 
barge Lincoln, en route from Norfolk 
to New York in tow of the schooner 
Peerless, sprang a leak this morning 
and went down off the coast guard 
station at Assateague, Va. 

Captain Hansen, his wife and a 
deck hand, composing the crew, were 
rescued, The barge Suffolk, , also 
coal-laden, and part of the same tow, 
likewise sprank a leak but her crew 
was able to make temporary repairs 
and the Peerless proceeded with her 
to New York. 

The tug and her two barges ran 
into a stiff blow soon after leaving 
the Virginia Capes and the Lincoln 
went down before she could be got- 
ten into the harbor at Assateague.

on Attack Starts. 

The attack on Caillaux began with 
scattered shouts as he entered the 
ehamber. Then pertinent interrup- 
tions of Painleve’s reading of the dec: 
laration indicated the conservative 
temper. Painleve mentioned war- 
time sacrifices. 

“Cgillaux, has he made any sacri 
fices?’ a right deputy: yelled.

At the meeting Monday, speaking 
for himself, and not officially for 
his commission, Mr. Candler said: 

“f am already convinced of the 
calamitous conditions existing in pub- 
lie education. We have found half- 
starved institutions without equip- 
ment and with half-paid teachers, 
some of them with dormitories unfit 
for cattle to live in. If Georgia ever 
becomes what in the past she has 
claimed to be she must spend money

The California League of Women 
Voters is the winner of the silver 
loving cup given by the National 
League of Women Voters to the 
league in the state which entered 
the national league's get-out-the- 
yote contest, and which had ‘“‘the 
highest percentage of increase in 
the vote cast for president in 1924 
over the vote cast in 1920,” 

Atianta has a strong league and 
active officers, but Georgia, as a 
State, is sadly behind in getting out 
a vote—even in primaries. 

In accordance with the rules goy- 
erning the get-out-the-vote contest, 
two other state leagues, Texas and 
Rhode Island, were given honorable 
mention in recognition of an in- 
crease of 25 per cent or more tn 
the vote cast in their respective 
States in 1924 over that cast In 
1920.

Wyoming 
and Mississippi, had higher percent- 
ages of increases than California, but

Swollen Fortunes 


(When President Coolidge advocated the 


withdrawal of the federal government from 
the field of inheritance taxation except in 
the time of emergency, he created an iasue 
that will probably have an important ef- 
fect in the 1926 congressional elections. In 
this editorial, a well-known liberal antici- 
pates the opposition of the provressives.) 

President Coolidge says that the 
leveling of great fortunes by taxa- 
tion, one of the declared objects of 
our graduated inberitance and income 
taxes, is socialism. The president 
wants the federal ificome tar repealed 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon wants the income surtaxes on 
great fortunes reduced. 

Theodore Roosevelt was of the op- 
posite opinion, holding that no legacy 
of more than a million dollars should 
be nermitted—and the state of Okla- 
homa passed legislation to that effect. 
But this is not a state question and 
inheritance taxes cannot be left ex- 
clusively to the states as the presi- 
dent proposes—unless we are to un- 
tax the rick. For Florida will doubt- 
less be- followed by other tates in of- 
fering the wealthy a_ constitutional] 
guarantee against this taxation if 
they will establish a legal residence 


rthere—whieh means nothing more to 


the wealthy citizen than 
chase of a house and an 
visit. 

Almost every nation in the world 
has adopted high taxes against large 
incomes and inheritances, often high- 
er than ours, partly as an effective 
means of raising necessary revenue 
and partly’ to level great fortunes.

Not since the early days of this legis- 
lation has any man of President 
Coolidge’s eminence called this sg- 
cialism. 

Seeretary Mellon contends that 
great incomes and _ farge fortunes 
should notbe discriminated against 
except undtr necessity—because he 
Says, they furnish more than their 
proportionate part of the _  eapital 
needed by the country. In a mensure 
this may be true, but great fortunes 
and incomes also furnish more than 
their’ proportion of the wasteful. the 


luxurious, and the socially and polit- 
ically corrupting, expenditure of the 
country. President Coolidge takes 
the millionaires’ side of this question 
also and contends that great for- 
tunes, on the whole. are wisely ex- 
pended and worth more than their 
cost to the country. .The owners of 
great fortunés, moreover, the presi- 
dent says he regards as indispensa- 
ble in Washington for the most ef- 
ficient administration of the govern- 
ment. There could be no more pre- 
eminent example of .this principle 
than the presence of the owner of 
one of the vory largest fortunes and 
one of the most powerful of all our 
corporation magnates as secretary of 
the treasury—a man who, in the fi- 
nancial circles of this country. rep- 
resents the same position as Hinden- 
burg in the military circles of Ger- 
many. . 

Here we have voiced by the presi- 
dent the doctrine which goes by the 
name of reaction throughout the en- 
tire world today. If swollen for- 
tunes,~to use the Rooseveltian ex- 
pression, do not make for reaction 
then there is no such thing as re- 
action. If there is no anti-democratic 
influence in the power of concen- 
trated capital and the spending of 
huge incomes there is no anti-demo- 
cratic influence. 

In calling the heavy taxation of 
swollen fortunes for the purpose of 
reducing them socialism, President 
Coolidge shows the intensity of his 
conviction and his determination to 
make a @tand for concentrated wealth. 
He will not find the progressives of 
the country any less convinced or 
determined. They will not hesitate 
to call this an effort to turn the 
country back to the era before Roose- 
velt and Wilson by its right name— 
reaction. And if that name sticks it 
will go far to settle the question, 

The issue is joined: there is lit- 
tle doubt that it will be a paramount 
ee of the 1926 congressional elec- 
‘ion.

BALOGNY BY PROFESSOR 
WILLIAMS. 

Jess Feiring Williams, A. B., M. 
D)., professor of physical education, 
Teachers’ college, Columbia university, 
has written some of the best text- 
books published, and his latest text- 
book, “Personal Hygiene Applied” 
(W. B. Saunders company), the see- 
ond edition of which has just ap- 
peared, is intended for “courses in 
high schools, colleges and schools of 
nursing.” { fear it will not attain 
instant popularity with such schoois 
for Dr. Williams has a shocking habit 
of calling some of the most popular 
health teachings absurd, and worse 
still, he names names. Dr. Williains 
should read Ben Franklin’s list of vir 
tues, particularly the rule to forbear 
all direct contradiction. Franklin ae- 
nied himself the pleasure of contra- 
dicting another abruptly or of. show- 
ing immediately any absurdity in the 
other’s proposition. Dr. Williams 
quotes the teaching of one G. S. Hall 
about the alleged value of “deep 
breathing’ exercise, and calls it 
absurd. Of course it is ab- 
surd, but as Franklin advised, one 
should use a thousand words to say 
so instead of just one. Aside from 
this tactless habit of calling absurd 
notions absurd, Dr. Williams has an- 
other ‘habit which I fear is fa- 
tal to the popularity of his books 
with the teachers of hygiene. Ile 
has the meanest way of pointing out 
the unscientific ground on which 
such absurdities as deep breathing 
exercise rest. This is very annoying 
to the rather large number of teach- 
ers of hygiene and physieal directors 
about the eountry who will advocate 
deep breathing exercises, being a Iit- 
tle shy in physiology, but well versed 
in the fishiology of the mail order 
school of practice. 

Professor Williams, bv and large, 1s 
doing as well as could be expected 
in his text-book writing. Of course 
one does not expect the ideal to be 
attained in a text-book dealing with 
hygiene; the publishers .have a good 
deal to say about what shall go into 
a text-book and what shall be left 
out, and the publishers have one good 
ear to the ground always. But J 
am naturally delighted to point out 
the flaw which mars an otherwise ud- 
mirable text-book, and naturally I 
find that flaw in the chapter about 
“Colds.” What Dr. Williams teaches 
about the cause of what Dr. Wil- 
liams ealle “colds” is absurd, as I 
believe Ben Franklin himself would 
admit. Dr. Williams begins very 
well, indeed, by asserting that “colds 
are caused by bacteria, which at times 
attack the body in great force and 
exuse marked disturbance. with tem- 
perature, Joss of appetite.” ete. (tem- 
perature being the: professor's idiom 
for fever), and a page farther along 
he plunges into the “home treatment 
of a cold.”” suggested among other

Washington, April 21.—The_ na: 
tional capital, recognized generally as 
the center of “political” art through 
the statues of famous figures which 
dot its streets and parks and almost 
block traffie, is well on its way to 
becoming the real art capital of 
America. ;

When it is, the 
board of directors will make its de- 
cision, and all indications are that 
it will be actepted. 

One provision of the Clark will 
which caused rejection by the Metro- 
politan, a special gallery to house the 
collection, can be met by the Corcoran 
ghilery, whose present building occu- 
pies only about one-third of the 
ground owned by the trustees. 

The average visitor to the capital 
who makes the “rounds” goes to the 
art galleries and museums here, but 
leaves one usually impressed more 
with the effigies in “statuary hall” 
at the capitol or the more obvious art 
connected with the country’s history, 
than with the ¢ollections in the gal- 
leries, except, of course, for those who 
have a keen appreciation of the lat- 
ter.

Those Britishers who cannot forget

Hawaii, they say, is never likely to 
he so weak defensively as for the pnr- 
pose of the present maneuvers.

Weakness of Defenses in 
Hawaii Expected To Be 
Shown—Gesture Is Laid 
To “Big Navy Men.” 


London, April 21.—Warlike mo- 
tives ranging from a desire to prove 
that the United States must have 


more cruisers, to a rehearsal of an 
offensive war in the East, are 
ascribed by British naval experts to 
the American fleet maneuvers which 
will culminate this week in an at- 
tack on Hawaii. , 

Naval men all over the world are 
endeavoring to follow the moves of 
the modern armada which is earrying 
the American flag “somewhere on the 
Pacifie” with vari-colored push-pins, 
British admiralty officials are plot- 
ting the probable tacties of the grand 
fleet upon which the interest of naval 
men is concentrated. While interest 
and opinions regarding the signifi- 
cance of the American naval gesture 
vary according to the prejudices of 
the observers. British naval men are

extremely interested because their 
fleet is the sole match for that of the 
United States. 

Three Opinions Advanced. 

Three opinions as to the real mean- 
ing of the mock American war are 
advanced here. They are: : 

1. The United States is taking the 
lead in kéeping the Pacifie safe for 
the white race. 

2 The maneuvers are a rehearsal 
of a possible offensive war in the 
event of trouble in the Far East. 

3. Big navy men in the United 
States planned the maneuvers to dem- 
onstrate the weakness of Hawaiian 
defenses in order to compel congress 
to give the navy more cruisers. Su- 
periority to the British fleet would 
result if the latter strategy should 
succeed, 

The first suggestion summarizes the 
opinion of that considerable British 
group, which is eonvinced “Britain 
would be foreed to side with the 
United States in any Far Eastern 
war. Else. this group argues, the em- 
pire would lose New Zealand and 
Australia who, feeling themselves de- 
serted by Britain. would align them- 
selves with the United States. 

Those Britishers who cannot forget 
Britain's decades of close friendship 
with Far Eastern nations; offer the 
second suggestion and argue that 
there is no menace to Britain, nor to 
the United States, in the Far Fast. 
Hawaii, they say, is never likely to 
be so weak defensively as for the pur- 
pose of the present maneuvers. 

British Skeptieal. 

The attacking fleet is about equal 
to the entire strength of the Far East- 
ern navies, it is pointed ont, and there 
is speculation whether, in the event 
of trouble, the United States would 
take the offensive to seize a portion 
of some Far Eastern nation. 

Big navy men in Britain, who are 
similar to American big navy advo- 
cates, suggest the third interpreta- 
tion of the American maneuvers. 
These Britishers recall the American 
eruiser agitation after the 1924 maa- 
euvers near the Panama canal when, 
they say, Britain obviously was the 
attacking power contemplated by the 
Americans. 

They hint that the Hawaiian man-

Charles D. Sigsbee, former rear 
admiral, U. S. N.. once said of Ca- 
lusd’s canvases, “Your paintings ex- 
hibit that which is rare in marine 
paintings—both aspect and sentiment 
ef the sea. By correct drawing and 
balance an artist may depict the 
heave and weight of waves and cor- 
rect skies but to make obvious the 
blinding and relentless fury of the 
sea, as you have in your works, is a 
rare accomplishment.” 

Endless columns of commendatory 
eriticisms have been written by crit- 
ics in more than a score of countries 
and each agrees in the statement that 
as a portrayer of marine life and 
beanty Calusd stands alone. 

His famous painting, entitled 
“Welcome,” which now hangs in the 
white house at Washington, was pur- 
chased by the late Woodrow Wilson, 
and shows the skyline of New York 
from the harbor. The Statue of Lib- 
erty in the foreground depicts the 
“welcome” from which the canvas 
takes its name. 

Among paintings of note included 
in the collection being displayed at 
( ‘hamberlin-JohnsonDuBose, is an in- 
spiring canvas entitled, “The Eternal 
Wateh.” wherein the anger of an 
aroused sea is portrayed by Calusd’s 
magic brush. In the background of 
this ‘picture is the figure of Jesus 
Christ, as the “Watcher.” This paint- 
ing was inspired by a storm through 
which the ship on which Mr. Calusd 
Was a passenger, passed.

Bradenton, Sia., April 21.—For- 
mation of a 16-cent gasoline league to 
bring lower priced gasoline to Braden- 
ton was decided upon last night at a 
largely attended meeting of the 
Rradenton Board of Trade.

foundation of a great commonwe ealth. 

Men and women who ‘made the 
run” shared honors with the new 
generation today in the celebration, 
one of the features being a parade, 
typifying as nearly as possible the 
motley army that swarmed into Ok- 
lahoma that bright day 356 years ago. 

Many of the original vehicles used 
in the memorable rush for homes ap- 
peared today, while men and women 
garbed in the clothing of the ’SOs sat 
on the hard board seats. 

‘he opening of the “Oklahoma 
country” was one of the most htrill- 
ing chapters of the history of Ameri- 
can expansion. 

After years of delay. cungress 
passed a bill March~2, 1889, permit- 
ting white settlement in a_ portion 
of the unassisnged India Innds about 
what is now Oklahoma City. Presi- 
dent Benjamin "Sassen ordered that 
no white man be permitted to enter 
the area until. noon on April 22. 
when all would be given an equal 
start. 

The United States army estab- 
lished a rigid patrol along the border 
of the land to be opened and troop- 
ers met every train that sopped with- 
in the territory, refusing to permit 
any but a few persuasive newspaper- 


men to alight. 


Within a month after the presi- | 


dent's proclamation there grew up 
around the frontier of the prom- 
ised land of a little- more than 10, 
000 square miles, a city of tents 
housing a strange array of men, 
women and children, waiting for the 
hour to strike when they would be 
permitted to rush in and lay claim 
to home sites. 

April, 22 dawned on an army of 
pionéérs crowding a line patrolled by 
cavalrymen, sole mark of authority 
in the wild country. As noon ap- 
proached, the commander, watch in 
band, counted off the seconds. The 


bands on the dial came together, a 
bugle sounded and a rattle of car- 
around the huge circle. 
With a roar the great crowd surged 


n. 

That night fully 50,000 persons 
claimed homes in the new land. 

Today the area has 3875.000 
habitants and has an assessed valua- 
tion of $307,241,235. 

A. feature of the celebration to- 
morrow will be a second “run” for 
those who participated in the original 
opening. Starting from a downtown 
location they will dash for an outly- 
ing section, where several city lots 
will be given to those who claim them 
first.

Washington,- April 21.—Concern 
for administration of shipping board

The natives decided to issue a proc- 
lamation urging all blacks to boycott 
Wales, owing to the action of the 
Blomfontein police, who shot a group 
of natives Monday, when they refused 
to disperse. The congress’ decision 
will influence some natives, but it 
probably will not affect the general 
population. 

A native boycott would mean that 
the thousands of welcoming shouts, 
which have greeted Wales so far on 
his journey, would be conspicuously 
absent when he reached the soutnern 
extremity of the continent.

has joined in the protest. 

Last January congress ordéred the 
commission to inguire what further 
rate reductions might be made without 
impairing the transportation system 
of the country. The 65 western roads 
filed a joint protest Tuesday, declar- 
ing that many other roads in the west 
are in danger of the same fate that 
recently overtook the St. Paul road. 

That failure was the largest that 
ever occurred in the United States in 
property value and railroad mileage. 

“The situation of other carriers in 
this district ig desperate,” the rail- 
roads said in their protest to the com- 
mission. “In spite of the rigid econo- 
mies of operation, they have been 
faced with a diminishing net operat- 
ing .ncome, while there has been no 
tendency @n the part of governmental 
authority to reduce the tax burden or 
to be less stringent in respect to re- 
quired expenditures for safety of op- 
eration.” > 

While private inquiries are being 
made to determine whether there has 
been financial skull duggery in the 
St. Paul road, the protest blames the 
disaster mainly on conditions beyond 
the control of the road and says that 
other lines are suffering in the same 
way. 

Among the primary eauses of the 
receivership mentioned are: 

1. Diversion of traffic through the 
Panama canal. 

~. Decline in live stock and grain 
crops under the reduction program 
favored by the. department of agricul- 
ture to end overproduction. 

3. Reductions in freight rates 
against high tax and labor costs. 

Plea of Railroads. 

This is the railroad. side of the case 
as presented in the brief. Farmers 
and shippers will make their answers 
Some of the key points of the 
railroads are given herewith because 
they concern every person Who owns 
a dollar of railroad stock or bonds, 
every farmer who is trying to eke out 
a living after he pays the freight, and 
ultimately every person who eate 
bread. 

Western roads claim phey are losing 
traffic steadily. One reason they as- 
sign is diversion of freight through the 
Panama canal. 

In 1920 the western railroads ear 
ried 145,000,000,000 ton-miles of 
freight. It dropped to 108,000,000,000 
in the 1921 slump. It reached another 
peak in 1923 with 137 billions. That 
year the western roads claim they 
earned 3.9 per cent on their aggregate 

value, whereas the interstate com- 
merce commission fixed 5 3-4 per cent 
as a iair return. Last vear'the ton- 
nage dropped off one billion. 


Only a fraction of this tonnage was 
absorbed by the Panama canal. The 
railroads blame government policies 
for much of the loss. 

“None of the governmental agencies 
which have been dealing with agricul- 
tural discontent has proposed increas- 
ed production as a solution,” they say. 
“The decline in the number of head 
of live stock on farms January 1 has 
been commended by governmental au- 
thorities as advantageous from an eco- 
nomie standpoint as insuring increased 
prices for the product. Farmers of 
grain have been urged to limit their 
acreage under  euitivation so as to 
avoid overprodiction.”’

He said that the passage was 
meant to apply only to the ancients 
and that it was more in the nature 
of a quotation. 

“The practice of shouting and hiss- 
ing is not as. pronounced, in the 
church of today as it was in the mid- 
die ages,” Dean Inge declared. 

In showing the rise of the Christian 
church during the early period, Dean 
Inge said: : 

“By its repudiation of merely earth- 
ly authority the chureh did help to 
break up the old civilization. The 
most important thing to remember in 
the early chureh was the identity of 
Christ with the spirit. ‘The first 
Epistle of St. Paul holds up for 
Christian women a pattern. Sexual 
purity was strictly observed in this 
period. How far the ascetic move- 
ment was a reaction against the li- 
centiousness of the age I cannot say.
